The amount of the Preparatory Grade Prize Fund paid to 
managers of schools on account of the Examinations in 1905 was 
£1,956. 

A sum of £2,784 10s. Oci was allocated in bonuses to schools 
for choirs and orchestras which were favourably reported on by 
the examiners in Practical Music, and which fulfilled the con- 
ditions laid down for the examination in that subject. This 
examination was held for the first time in 1904. 

A further sum of £190 was awarded as prizes at a special

In view of the reduction of the amount received from the 
Local Taxation Account from £56,156 3s. 4(L in 1904, to 
£50,385 6s. lOd. in the present year, the amount available 
from Income Account for school grant and special bonuses to 
choirs and orchestras and contingencies was approximately 
£55,500. 

Payment on the scale of 1904 would, therefore, have in- 
volved the transfer from Capital Account and the sale of 
£18,673 Stock. 

As we considered it inadvisable to trench on our Capital 
Account we decided to allocate a sum of £50,000 only to School 
Grant on the scale above-mentioned, the bonuses and other 
payments in respect of choirs and orchestras amounting, in 
addition, to £2,974 10s.

The Burke Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of: the late Thomas Henry 
Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the Burke Memorial Committee, on 18th Maxell, 1884, to the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer the 
Fund in accordance with the following Rules — (the sum. funded is 
£1,222 18s. 11 d. Consols):— 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 
Frizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 ; any surplus or 
deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, sufficient merit he not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justify the award of any or either of the Frizes, the amount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld and added 
to the principal. 

IT. No student shall be qualified to receive those Prizes except the 
children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grants, 
Rates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services 
not being also in Civil employment. 

ITT. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows : — that «f .£16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade among 
Male Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Rule, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the highest aggregate 
of Honour marks in the subjects in which he presented himself for 
examination ; One Prize of £10 to the Boy whom, in the same Grade 
at such Examination, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the next 
highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in which he pre- 
sented himself for examination; and the other of £10 to the Girl 
whom, at such Examination in the same Grade, among Female 
Candidates in the manner aforesaid, the Board shall adjudge to have 
obtained the highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in 
which she presented herself for examination. 

IV. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust from 
the yearly income.
